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Quadriplegic Hilary Lister has vowed to complete her attempt to sail solo around the coast of Britain

YACHTSWOMAN Hilary Lister 
has vowed to complete her epic 
voyage around Britain despite hav¬ 
ing to be rescued from rough seas 
and rushed to hospital. 

Hilary, 37, from Selling, near Faversham, is 
aiming to become the first disabled woman to 
make the trip solo. 

But on Friday night she was forced to call for 
lifeboat assistance off Pembrokeshire in Wales, 
in what she called the roughest seas she had 
ever seen. 

However, she remained defiant and stated: 
“I wouldn't be much of a sailor if all this put 
me off.” 

The quadriplegic mariner navigates her boat 
by sipping and puffing into a system of straws. 

She said: “The lifeboat made it out to us. 
They were fabulous. They were there within 
minutes. It was so good to see them coming 
towards us out of the dark when we were feel¬ 
ing cold and very wet.” 

The rescue followed concern about the harsh 
conditions by Hilary and her back-up team 
and the decision to set-off from the coast for 
that day’s leg was postponed. 

“Ten minutes later I decided the seas were 
getting up a bit more so I gave the order to 
drop the sails. We had a hiccup with one which 
delayed us for 20 minutes.” 

A prior arrangement had been made for the 
RNLI's Fishguard lifeboat to come out and 
meet Hilary’s yacht off Strumble Head and 
escort her in to shore.

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Change in the 
wind follows 
£2bn boost

THE world’s biggest wind 
farm - which will bring its 
electricity ashore at 
Graveney - has received a 
huge investment boost. 

London Array, which will consist of 
more than 300 turbines in the 
Thames Estuary, has received back¬ 
ing by partners DONG Energy, 
E.ON and Masdar. 

The companies, which have formed 
a consortium, have pledged to put £2 
billion towards the first phase of the 
project. Work will begin in the next 
few months and the first power is 
due to be generated in three years’ 
time. 

It will come ashore at a sub-station 
at Graveney, where it will be fed into 
the National Grid. 

The completed scheme will be the 
world’s largest offshore wind farm, 
supplying enough electricity to 
power 750,000 homes. 

It will also prevent almost two mil¬ 
lion tonnes of harmful gases being 
released into the atmosphere annu¬ 
ally - the figure which would have 
been produced by using fossil fuels 
for the equivalent amount of power. 

The announcement comes after the 
Government’s recent increase in sup¬ 
port for offshore wind power. 

The partners are satisfied the proj¬ 
ect is now financially viable and are 
keen to push ahead with construc¬ 
tion and to produce the first renew¬ 
able power in 2012. 

Anders Eldrup, chief executive of 
DONG Energy, said: “I’m thrilled we 
have the final investment decision 
on the London Array project. 

“The decision to build the offshore 
wind farm is a significant corner¬ 
stone in DONG Energy’s strategy to 
increase the proportion of electricity 
generated from renewable sources.

“DONG Energy has built about 
half of all offshore wind farms in 
operation in the world today. 
Entering into the world’s largest off¬ 
shore wind farm project strengthens 
our position in this field.” 

E.ON chief executive Dr Wulf 
Bemotat said: “I’m delighted work 
can now get under way. London 
Array will mark a key milestone as 
we continue with our strategy to 
take renewables to an industrial 
level. 

“We see a significant increase in 
scale for E.ON as we aim to become 
the world’s largest offshore wind 
farm developer. 

“The announcement is proof that, if 
all interested parties work together, 
renewable power can be taken to its 
next level and so make a real differ¬ 
ence in the fight against climate 
change.”

AN ACCOUNTANCY firm is to 
move into Faversham’s historic 
Mall House after plans to convert it 
into offices were agreed. 

Chavereys, a chartered accountants based in 
Ashford, will relocate 25 staff to the town in the 
next few months. 

People living nearby had voiced concerns 
about the idea, saying turning the 300-year-old 
house into offices would damage its character, 
cause traffic problems and set a worrying 
precedent. 

Cheryl Maw, of nearby Nelson Gardens, said: 
“There are empty commercial properties which 
would benefit from new business moving in. 
This would help rejuvenate our town centre 
and give these premises a new lease of life. 

“Mall House should be kept as a residential 
property and its gardens left intact. If a prece¬ 
dent is set in this conservation area it will open 
the floodgates for further applications.” 

But planners decided it would be better to get 
office workers from one company in than risk 
selling the property off in smaller lots. 

Anne Salmon, of the Faversham Society, said: 
“I understand there have been several poten¬ 
tial buyers for the site as a house, but most 
wanted to sub-divide the land by building at 
the southern end of the site, which would have 
been harmful to the setting of the house. 

“The main consideration in dealing with a 
planning application which relates to a listed 
building is the impact of any proposal on its 


special architectural character and historic 
interest, and also upon its setting. The applica¬ 
tion for change of use did not include any sub¬ 
division of the land and the only alteration was 
the inclusion of a parking area for staff. 

“We considered the works would not harm 


the historic character of the building. There is 
nothing more we can do.” 

Swale council received 18 letters of complaint 
about the application, but councillors voted to 
approve the change of use at a planning meet¬ 
ing last week. 


Murder suspect's 
mother charged 

THE mother of a man accused of the 
murder of a teenager in Faversham has 
been charged with helping him try and 
conceal the crime. 

Adam Beaney, 19, from Faversham, 
was killed by a single stab wound to his 
chest. He was found in the recreation 
ground in the early hours of May 30. 

On Thursday, last week, Maxine 
Liddell, 42, of Lewis Close, Faversham, 
was charged with assisting an offender. 

She will appear at Sittingboume mag¬ 
istrates’ court on Wednesday, June 17. 

Her son, Rickie Mount, 20, of Edward 
Vinson Close, Faversham, appeared at 
the same court charged with murder 
during a brief hearing on Tuesday, last 
week. He was remanded in custody to 
appear at Maidstone crown court on 
June 22. A 59-year-old woman ques¬ 
tioned at the same time as Ms Liddell 
has been bailed to attend Sittingboume 
police station on June 17, when detec¬ 
tives will decide whether to charge her.

But with the seas getting worse 
she made a call to the coastguard 
asking for assistance rather than 
just an escort. 

“The coastguard had been trying 
to contact us because we were now 
overdue,” she said, “but where we 
were it was very difficult to get any 
VHF signal at all.” 

After being towed inshore she 
was transferred to the lifeboat and 
then by ambulance to hospital. 

“They gave me oxygen as a pre¬ 
caution and I spent two hours in 
Withybush Hospital being warmed 
up. 

“There were no cases of hypother¬ 
mia and we were all fine. They just 
needed to check me out because I 
cannot control my body tempera¬ 
ture.” 

And she added the incident will 
not put her off. 

“Even the most experienced 
yachtsman gets caught out occa¬ 
sionally and we were unfortunate 
that the weather moved in so 
quickly.” 

Hilary has already become the 
first quadriplegic sailor to sail solo 
across the English Channel in 2005 
and the first quadriplegic woman 
to sail around the Isle of Wight in 
2007. 

She hopes to complete her round 
Britain voyage in August. 


Road tragedy tot’s 
picture released by 
distraught mum 


THE distraught mother who lost her 
baby in a car crash has released this 
picture in the hope it will make other 
people drive more carefully. 

Eight-month-old Rowan Colton, 
from Faversham, was in a Fiat Punto 
being driven by mum Adeliza when it 
left the road and hit a tree. 

The car overturned and Rowan suf¬ 
fered serious head injuries in the acci¬ 
dent, near Challock, on Tuesday, May 
26, at about 7pm. 

He was taken to the William 
Harvey Hospital in Ashford and later 
transferred to King’s College Hospital 
in London, where he died the follow¬ 
ing day. 

No other vehicles were involved in 
the accident. The tragic tot’s mother, 
who sustained minor injuries, says 
she wants to warn other drivers 
about the dangers of losing concen¬ 
tration while driving. 

She was due to hold a press confer¬ 
ence on Wednesday last week to issue 
her warning to other parents, but it 
was cancelled at the last minute.

He said: “I am absolutely delighted at the 
results of the KCC elections. 

“We now have a full team of Conservative 
county councillors representing Sittingbourne 
and Sheppey and I am sure they will 
work together to improve the level of service 
the county council provides the area’s council 
taxpayers. 

“Overall, results in Sittingbourne and 
Sheppey show that local voters have rejected 
the failed policies of the Labour Party.

Market deans 
up its image in 
bid to stay put 


TRADERS desperate to save 
Canterbury’s market have 
splashed out £20,000 to pay for 
new gazebos in an effort to 
smarten up and satisfy city coun¬ 
cillors. 

But despite the investment, which has 
seen some traders part with £2,000 to pay for 
the smart new coverings, Canterbury council 
executive has still offered no assurances that 
the market will stay in St George’s Place. 

The council is still considering plans to 
move the market from its current position to 
a car park in Iron Bar Lane, a proposal sup¬ 
ported by Land Security, the firm which 
manages the buildings on the west side of 
the street. 

According to council reports, they may 
even offer to help pay for the cost of the refur¬ 
bishment if the market is moved. 

But traders have vowed to do everything 
they can to keep the market where it is, as 
they say a move to Iron Bar Lane, away from 
the main shopping area, would spell the end 
for the city’s market. 

Market chairman Steve Bamber said: 'We 
are trying to show them that we are not 
scruffy Del Boy types, but business people

running small businesses. 

“There are enough businesses closing in 
Canterbury at the moment without the mar¬ 
ket disappearing as well. 

“Forget the scruffy market. We think we 
have made a market that the council and the 
city can be proud of.” 

The new gazebos are 6 feet shallower than 
the old stalls, which traders hope will solve 
access issues brought up by disabled groups 
and wheelchair users. 

Councillors who attended the opening of 
the new look market last week said they 
were impressed by the result. 

However, the future of the market is still 
unsure, despite traders’ best efforts. 

Mr Bamber said: “There is still no certain¬ 
ty, but we are working much more closely 
with the council than we were eight months 
ago, when we were very much at arm’s 
length. 

“Their main objection was that the market 
looked 'a bit tired’ which we agreed with, so 
we got the gazebos. We’ve shown we are will¬ 
ing to work with them and the relationship 
between us and officers is really good now.”

Where do you work? 

A The Quays is an 84-bed hostel for home¬ 
less, single, and vulnerable people in the 
heart of Sittingbourne. It supports people suf¬ 
fering from addiction, mental health problems, 
disabilities and those who have fallen on hard 
times and need a safe place to stay, with sup¬ 
port to get back on their feet. Our clients can 
be with us for up to two years until they are 
ready to move back to independent living, 
although some can be with us for a much 
shorter stay. 


What are your responsibilities?

What is the most challenging part of your job?

The most challenging part of my work is 
finding funding for our clients to take part 
in training and education. We also have a 


sports hall which is underused, but is also in 
need of refurbishment, new basketball nets 
and a good coat of paint.

What do you like most about your job? 


As a support manager, there are no two 
days the same. My responsibilities are 
vast, but my main duties are my staff team of 
support workers, who respond to the needs of 
individuals by empowering people to become 
more independent. 

I hold staff meetings, tenant and resident 
meetings and I am always looking for new ini¬ 
tiatives and funding to run new projects. 
Having organisations and agency involvement 
are the key to including the community in the 
hostel’s everyday life. 


A I have a rewarding job. Every day some¬ 
thing new happens, like someone securing 
accommodation, a job or training, or it could 
simply be that we are planning an event such 
as an open day which includes the local com¬ 
munity. 

We have a new project called MEND. This is 
working with young people from the commu¬ 
nity funded by the local primary care trust. In 
conjunction with MEND we have a communi¬ 
ty chef working at the Quays so we have some 
exciting times ahead. 

Q What's the single most important thing you've worked 
on? 

A When I joined the Quays 18 months ago I 
targeted the sports hall, which at the time 
was used for general storage. The staff and our 
clients helped me to clean it out and since then 
we have seen a small transformation. 

We hosted sports leadership awards where 
staff, clients and the local community came 
together to gain a qualification.

Overcoming pre-conceived ideas about who 
homeless people are and what they are about 
has been a big hurdle. 

We have broken down barriers by inviting 
organisations into the Quays through our 
open days and have offered guided tours by 
the clients.

A I have lived in Swale since moving from the 
north of England in 1997.1 lived on the Isle 
of Sheppey for most of this until I moved 
recently. 

I enjoyed Sheppey life and I am still a fre¬ 
quent visitor to my friends and family there. 
Living and working in Swale is still an adven¬ 
ture to me and I am looking forward to seeing 
the regeneration happening across the bor¬ 
ough in the next few years. I would like to see 
the Quays contributing to this.

'We owe you our freedom' 


NICK AMES reports from the 65th anniversary 
celebrations of D-Day, held in Normandy, where 
war veterans were joined by world leaders to 
remember the day the liberation of Europe began

FOR probably the last time they 
assembled on the beaches. 

The heroes of Normandy, 1944, who stormed 
the German positions and liberated France 
from the yoke of Nazi oppression. 

At the weekend the dignitaries all assem¬ 
bled - US President Barack Obama, Prince 
Charles representing the Royal Family and 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown. 

But the day truly belonged to those veterans 
who took part in the momentous events of 65 
years ago - and for all too many of them they 
realised it was the last time they would all be 
back together. 

Bearing the British standards on the beach 
at Arromanches were members of the 
Ramsgate Branch of the Royal Naval Assoc¬ 
iation and the Deal Branch of the Royal 
Marines Association. 

“It was lucky we brought our standards,” 
said Ramsgate chairman Ron Williams. 
“Otherwise we British would have been a bit 
under-represented.” 

The group had met early on Saturday morn¬ 
ing at various spots in Kent before making the 
arduous journey to Normandy by coach. 

All service veterans, they had come to pay 
their respects to the fallen at a parade along¬ 
side the beach which was taken by British 
troops on the day itself. 

Tom Thaxter of the Royal Scots Fusiliers 
remembers the events of 65 years ago. 

“I left 173 of my friends buried here,” he said. 
“It’s an emotional occasion - probably the last 
one of its kind with so many of us passing 
away each year. I was wounded in the left leg, 
just after we landed, the right leg outside 
Berlin, and the eye in Palestine. But so many 
of my friends didn’t make it at all.” 

Charles Giles, from Margate, is president of 
the local naval association. 

He said: “It’s true there are fewer and fewer 
of us. I was on a destroyer working on charts 
off the beaches and I saw them go in. I have 
admired their bravery ever since.” 

A few miles away, US President Barack 
Obama spoke at Omaha Beach, where the 
Americans landed. 


He said the bravery and selflessness of a few 
changed the course of a whole century. 

The Allies suffered 215,000 casualties on D- 
Day and in the Normandy campaign. 
Germany suffered similar losses as the Allies 
fought desperately up the beaches and in to 
the French countryside to form a bridgehead. 

Speaking at the US war cemetery in 
Colleville-sur-Mer, Mr Obama said it was the 
sheer improbability of the D-Day victory that 
had made it so memorable. 

He said: “Friends and veterans, what we 
cannot forget - what we must not forget - is 
that D-Day was a time and a place where the 


bravery and selflessness of a few was able to 
change the course of an entire century. 

“At an hour of maximum danger, amid the 
bleakest of circumstances, men who thought 
themselves ordinary found it within them¬ 
selves to do the extraordinary.” 

Speaking before Mr Obama, French 
President Nicolas Sarkozy thanked the Allies 
for their efforts in liberating France and the 
rest of Western Europe. 

“I want to say thank you to the survivors of 
this tragedy who are here today with us... we 
owe you our freedom,” he said. 

Mr Brown was booed by a small group in the

waiting crowd and one person shouted: 
"Where’s the Queen?” 

But he got a laugh from some members of 
the audience when he referred to Omaha 
Beach as “Obama Beach”. 

The French government previously denied it 
had intended to snub the Royal Family after 
failing to invite the Queen to the commemor¬ 
ations, with Prince Charles travelling to 
France after a last-minute invitation. 

Mr Brown gave a speech in which he praised 
“men of courage and bravery”. 

UK Chief of the General Staff, Gen Sir 
Richard Dannatt, told the veterans: “I know 
that I speak on behalf of all soldiers, all over 
the world, when I salute the focus, determina¬ 
tion and professionalism of all of you and your 
comrades who stormed into northern France 
from the air and from the sea in June 1944.” 

Earlier, Mr Brown and the prince laid 
wreaths inside Bayeux Cathedral during a 
service organised by the Royal British Legion.

OU expertise gets 
to the core matter 

SITTINGBOURNE Community College 
students learned about radioactivity dur¬ 
ing a visit by Open University (OU) 
expert Perry Enver. 

Year ten students learned what 
radioactivity is and how it was discov¬ 
ered, as well as delving deep into the 
work of scientists such as Marie Curie. 

Julie Daynes, science teacher at the col¬ 
lege, said: “The students found the talk 
very interesting and informative. 

“Many were surprised to discover the 
uses of radiation include cancer treat¬ 
ment, smoke detectors and tracers.” 

Students learned how to calculate the 
half-life of a radioactive source and closed 
the visit with a question and answer ses¬ 
sion about the OU. 

A spokesman said: “The OU was found¬ 
ed to bring higher education to people 
who are unable to study at a convention¬ 
al university. It is for those who want to 
choose when and where they study. 

“It’s perfect for people with jobs, chil¬ 
dren, disabilities or commitments that 
make it hard to go to a fixed place.” 

Headteacher Alan Barham said: “The 
visit was not only educational but gave 
students the opportunity to find out more 
about life after college and what doors are 
open to them.” 


CHILDREN peered into micro¬ 
scopes to find gems in the gunk 
during an afternoon of science 
activities. 

Primary school pupils from across Swale vis¬ 
ited Kent Science Park, near Sittingboume, 
after winning a competition organised to cele¬ 
brate National Science and Engineering 
Week. 

The park - which among other things trains 
people studying for lab-based degrees - organ¬ 
ised the Science Is Fun competition to see 
whether youngsters could come up with a 
wacky experiment. 

Thirty winners received a science kit from 
Sittingboume and Sheppey MP Derek Wyatt 
and were also picked to conduct an afternoon 
of experiments with scientists at the park. 

One of the experiments included the oppor¬ 
tunity to identify tiny creatures found in pond 
water using high-powered microscopes. 

Mr Wyatt, who attended the event, said: 
“The important thing is for every community 
in Britain to be connected to a science park - 
that is the future. 

“It is very important that we have a flagship 
science park, especially in Swale but for the 
whole of Kent, so companies can come here to 
do their research in very good facilities.” 

Site director James Speck said: “This year’s 
National Science and Engineering Week was 
an excellent opportunity for pupils of all ages 
to take part in science, engineering and tech¬ 
nology activities. 


‘We are delighted that by presenting these 
science kits we will switch local young people 
on to science and also highlight the career 
opportunities presented by a career in science 
and technology.” 

A number of the pupils were interviewed by 
Kent Science Park TV, a film crew from 
Lavender Blue Media, who are making a 
series of films for the park’s new website. The 


interviews can be seen by visiting 
www.kentsciencepark.com. Mr Speck said: 
‘We are delighted to have hosted such an 
enthusiastic group of young people. Our aim 
was to encourage youngsters to think about 
science and enjoy the experience. 

“We hope our stimulating activities and sci¬ 
ence kits encourage young people to eventual¬ 
ly pursue a career in science and technology.”

Not to mention ice cold 
beer of superb quality - no self-respecting 


Aussie will tolerate rubbish like Fosters. 

Victoria Bitter is great, as is Tooheys - and 
don’t forget West End beer and Coopers. 
Perfect for a summer’s evening. 

Just remember to ask for an “Imperial Pint” 
- an Aussie one is just three quarters of one of 
ours but some pubs serve the full measure. 

The food is okay too if you steer clear of 
vegimite. 

For those hot evenings a Bundy and Coke 
can’t be beaten - if you don’t know that’s rum 
and coke in a can, ready mixed. 

And the day-to-day routine of work is so 
much more laid back with none of that tedious 
rat race and backstabbing you find over here. 

A document by the South Australian 
Government to sum up the attractions of 
Adelaide in order to encourage businesses to 
invest in a growing economy rather than a 
declining one makes enticing reading. 

Especially if you are stuck in negative equi¬ 
ty in a flat somewhere uninspiring where the 
best night out is a Wetherspoons. I don’t know 
about you but I’d rather cruise the Great 


Ocean Road or take a boat to a tropical island. 

Or rather than watch reality TV get a ride 
into the Outback and get to grips with nature. 

Adelaide came in the top ten of The 
Economist’s World’s Most Livable Cities index 
last year - so that reinforces the point. 

And finding a job seems easy with loads of 
random positions on offer. 

The health sector needs as many staff as 
ever and other areas with vacancies include 
hair and beauty, fitness, gardening, farming 
and fishing. Jobs currently advertised at the 
moment range from accountancy to mining 
and engineering. South Australia still has 
skills shortages for accountants, chefs, wages 
specialists, factory workers and cheesemakers. 

Australia already attracts many Britons, 
with 23,236 moving there in 2007-08, includ¬ 
ing 2,451 who went to Adelaide.

Transition City Canterbury is creating a Transition Skills 
Directory as a source of information used to make links 
between people for sharing skills, information and knowl¬ 
edge to creating a sustainable, low-carbon community 

Why are you setting it up? 

Many skills we need are old skills that have been largely for¬ 
gotten, or new skills we need to acguire. We know there are 
lots of people in and around Canterbury who have old skills 
which will be vital in the future. New skills such as develop¬ 
ing zero-carbon energy sources will be equally important, 
but at the moment aren't widely known. The directory will 
try to enable everyone to find the help they need. 

What sort of skills are you looking for? 

We are looking for any skills that might be useful in a sus¬ 
tainable, low-carbon world. For example, the skills people 
have already added to the directory include fruit and veg¬ 
etable growing, bread making, patchwork, repairing 
clothes, fruit tree pruning, bicycle repair and compost 
making.

Revisiting her freedom

EMMA Thompson has a 'couldn’t 
care less’ attitude that makes her 
irresistible - and her next move 
will see her bowing out of the lime¬ 
light for a year. 

With her latest film, Last Chance Harvey 
released on Friday, Thompson is now finishing 
filming the second Nanny McPhee movie, 
which she has written and stars in. Then the 
two-time Oscar winner intends to reward her¬ 
self with a break, having turned 50 in April. 

“It is a big milestone,” the actress says. “It is 
one of the biggest because when you reach it 
you can say ‘I’m going to be a naturalist now’. 
You can say whatever you want. 

“Funnily enough, my great friend, the actor 
Derek Jacobi, recently turned 70 and I said, 
‘what was that like compared to 50 or 60?’ 

“He said, ‘it’s veiy different. At 50 you can do 
what you want, at 60 you have to do what you’re 
doing - at 70, you have no choices left’. So with 
a view to making the right choices, I’m taking a 
year off. It’s my birthday present to myself.” 

While other more insecure stars would be 
fearful of people forgetting their name, 
Thompson is ready to embrace a period of 
calm: “As an actor and writer, sometimes I 
think you have to stop creating and let your 
brain relax. I think it hones the appetite.” 

Despite her advancing years, Thomspon still 
retains a youthful spirit that drives her on. 

Last year she was caught by paparazzi danc¬ 
ing around a lamp-post, her designer dress 
hitched up as she flashed her legs and pulled 
faces for the cameras on the way home from 
the after-party for the Brideshead Revisited 
premiere in London. Despite the adulation 
and awards, her unpretentious manner is 
clear to see - it’s why the ‘everywoman’ roles 
she plays resonate with audiences. 

Thompson delivers yet another striking per¬ 
formance in Last Chance Harvey, where she 
plays Kate, a woman who appears to go about 
her life without expectation or ambition. Then 
one day she meets a fellow lost soul in the 
shape of Harvey, played by Dustin Hoffman.

written and directed by relative newcomer 
Joel Hopkins. Without Thompson’s support, 
it’s unlikely the studio, Overture Films, would 
ever have given the project the go-ahead. 

‘Yes, that is true,” she says, laughing. ‘Well, 
kind of... It was serendipity because I had just 
worked with Dustin on Stranger Than Fiction 
and he wanted to do it. That connection we 
had was what made the movie happen.” 

But before she has a chance to shy away 
from the spotlight to enjoy her birthday gift to 
herself, she has to finish making the Nanny 
McPhee sequel, which she chose ahead of con¬ 
tinuing her role in the Harry Potter series. 

“I’ve been writing it for three years and I’m 
really excited about it,” she says. “It is set 100 
years after the last film and the only thing the 
same is (her character) Nanny McPhee.” 

Only then, when the cameras have stopped 
rolling can Thompson sit back and enjoy the 
fruits of her success.

Our pre-theatre meal was at Sticky Fingers, 
an American-style diner in Philimore Gardens, 
Kensington, owned by Rolling Stone Bill 
Wyman. Funky, bright and welcoming, it was a 
pleasant place to eat and refreshingly priced for 
a celebrity haunt.

_. true value for money - having ordered the 
ribs for £14.45, we were presented with a 
massive rack that made a proper meal, 
while the smoked chicken cobb salad at 
£12.95 was equally substantial.

Student digs 'good bet 
during credit crunch' 

RESEARCH has found that student 
accommodation is still attracting 
investors. 

Estate agents Savills discovered rental 
growth and high occupancy rates contin¬ 
ued to attract investors into the digs sec¬ 
tor, though the ‘limited availability of 
appropriate investment vehicles risks 
frustrating attempts by individual 
investors to benefit from the sector’. 

The average rents for purpose-built 
student housing (PBSH) grew by five per 
cent between 2007/2008 and 2008/2009, 
with 7 per cent seen in the capital. 

Demand for PBSH continued, despite 
the economic downturn, with under¬ 
graduate applications up by 9 per cent 
for 2008/2009. 

Savills also found that the number of 
new students was outpacing the new 
supply of accommodation by a factor of 
ten nationally. 

Jacqui Daly, director of Savills 
research, said: “High demand, low sup¬ 
ply growth, rising rents and high occu¬ 
pancy rates make student accommoda¬ 
tion an investment vehicle of choice dur¬ 
ing uncertain economic times. 

“An underlying supply/demand imbal¬ 
ance points to a robust outlook for the 
sector, while the strengths of the busi¬ 
ness model mean that capital values 
have not fallen to the same degree as 
other commercial or residential real 
estate.” 

Rental levels may have 
hit bottom, say experts 

ACCORDING to the FindaProperty 
Rental Index, May saw property rental 
prices remain steady, leading to cautious 
optimism that rental prices may have 
reached the bottom. 

For the first time since August 2009, 
property rental prices did not show a 
month-on-month drop. 

The average monthly rent remained at 
£819, although this is 5.5 per cent lower 
than the same time last year. 

Houses and flats continue to react dif¬ 
ferently to the rental market conditions. 

There has been a fall in the supply of 
rental houses which is leading to a mod¬ 
est increase in rents being demanded, 
say analysts. 

They add that there is a rising number 
of flats available, leading to a fall in 
rents. 

A rental property is now on the market 
for 65 days, up 16 days on this time last 
year.

THE property market has been 
boosted by news that house prices 
have risen for the second time in 
three months. 

Nationwide’s monthly figures for May 
showed that house prices rose by 1.2 per cent, 
taking the annual decline to 11.3 per cent - a 
sharp improvement from 15 per cent. 

The findings are the latest in a market 
which has become more optimistic in recent 
weeks, following an unprecedented gloomy 
start to the year. 

But Nationwide warned that what it called a 
‘spring bounce’ in prices does not necessarily 
signal the last of the house prices falls. 

Martin Gahbauer, Nationwide’s chief econo¬ 
mist, said: “Although the short-term trend in 
house prices has clearly improved from where 
it was at the beginning of the year, it is still too 
early to say that the market is turning defini¬ 
tively. 

“During the downturn of the early 1990s, 
there were many months during which prices 
rose, only to fall back down again in subse¬ 
quent periods. 

“Nonetheless, the improvement in house 
price trends is consistent with signs of stabili¬ 
sation in several other economic indicators 
and suggests that any further price declines 
may occur at a less rapid pace than in 2008.” 

Other evidence of an upturn in the market

has been spotted by market analysts in recent 
days. Michael White, chief executive of online 
mortgage adviser Email Mortgages.com, 
added: “Those looking for further evidence of 
green shoots will point to increased first-time 
buyer activity in the market, positive noises 
from estate agents and the recent Rightmove 
average asking-price figures, which also 
showed an increase. 

“However, the fact remains that it is very 
early days to be suggesting a full-blown recov¬ 
ery in the UK housing market.”

HOMEOWNERS overestimate the value of 
their homes by more than £35,000, according 
to research by Abbey Mortgages.

But with unemployment still rising and 
credit conditions remaining tight, experts say 
demand is likely to remain low for some time, 
while supply will be constricted as sellers are 
reluctant to put their home on the market 
when prices are depressed. 

If demand starts to rise while supply levels 
stay low, prices could begin to rise again. 

“For the moment, however, it is unclear how 
the balance between supply and demand will 
ultimately work through in the coming 
months,” Mr Gahbauer said.

‘Mondeo Class’ contenders must battle on 
image and style as well as value, having seen 
a once huge market share hunted down by 
4x4s, MPVs and executive class rivals. 

So Toyota’s latest Avensis gained a big hike in 
style and quality to add to past attributes - reli¬ 
ability, value and practicality. Sharp, aggressive 
new lines show how dated the previous car had 
become, while the hatchback option has been 
dropped to leave a straight choice between 
classy saloon and Tourer (estate) - Toyota 
reckons the latter will now take half of sales. 

I can’t argue with that after a week with a 
high-spec 2.0-litre T4 (£20,410 - Tourer prices 
from £15,760); the car is sharp-suited yet loses 
little in practicality and drives better than 
before, helped by an extended wheelbase and 
track within similar overall dimensions.

combustion, bringing better emissions and 
economy yet delivering more power and driv¬ 
ing enjoyment. 

With tougher times here, this mix of style 
and money-saving technology should help 
keep the Avensis high in customer satisfaction 
surveys, though not yet threaten German 
executive rivals. Nevertheless, the Toyota 
looks and feels upmarket with the Tourer 
highlighting the current trend for divergence 
between the roof line and rearmost window 
frames to deliver a racy rear end with excel¬ 
lent headroom. The cabin is gimmick free and 
passes the touch test for quality, but can seem 
character-less - the £600 optional panoramic 
roof fitted to our car is a cure. 

The 150bhp 2.0-litre petrol fitted is respon¬ 
sive and refined and a slick six-speed manual 
shift allows an average of around 40mpg - 
unheard of at this capacity only a few years 
ago - but a new highly-rated 145bhp 1.8-litre 
sister is likely to be the preferred option for 
this fuel and the 2.0 and 2.2-litre diesels will 
surely dominate sales. 

The Avensis chassis is set up more for ride 
comfort than tight handling, but can still be 
caught out by poorer surfaces.
